Transport'sCargoNearly 
Complete Loss. 


Ohio Leaves Manila Today to 
Get the Soldiers.

Cable] The transport Ohio will leave 
Manila today for Nagasaki, Japan, to 
bring the troops that were on board the 
United States transport Morgan City 
when she went aground there. 

A TOTAL WRECK.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—According to a 

dispatch to the Daily Mail from Kobe, 
Japan, the Morgan City is a total 
wreck. 
CARTER’S CABLEGRAM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The follow- 
ing dispatch received this afternoon 
gives some particulars of the wreck of 
the transport Morgan City: 
NAGASAKI, Sept. 3.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Washington: Transport Morgan 
City, under guidance of experienced 
pilot, struck reef, Inland Sea, eight 
miles from Ononuchi, 250 miles from 
Nagasaki, about 4 a.m., September 1.

The government suffers no 
great loss in the Morgan City, except 
that of time, as she was chartered 
vessel, and the owners are the losers. 


TROOPS FOR MANILA. 


Many Scheduled to Leave Between 
and 15. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4—About 
4500 troops are scheduled to leave here 
for Manila between September 12 and 
15,‘on the transports Sherman, Grant 
and Sheridan. The Thirty-first Vol- 
unteer Infantry, recruited from Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and West Vir- 
ginia, and the Forty-third Volunteer 
Infantry from Colorado, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Indian Territory, Oklahoma 
and Minnesota, are in camp awaiting 
transportation, as are also some 350 
recruits for regular commands in the 
Philippines. Three other of the new 
volunteer regiments and a troop of reg- 
ular cavalry are expected to come in 
camp at the Presidio from the East 
within the next few days. 

The Colorado men will be mustered 
out on the 8th inst. The rolis of the 
regiment have been turned into the 
paymaster and the work of the com- 
pany commanders has been finished. 

The Idaho regiment will be mustered 
out of the service on the “Sth inst. It 
has been announced, but not officially, 
that the North Dakota men will be 
mustered out on the same day, and 
that the Wyoming buttalion and the 
Wyoming Light Battery will be mus- 
tered out on the 23d. 


DEWEY AT GIBRALTAR. 


American Commander Lands to Pay 
Official Visits.

GIBRALTAR, Sept. 4.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The United States cruiser 
Olympia with Admiral Dewey on board 
arrived here at 9:15 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

CONFESS THEIR CRIME. 


Revenge the Cause of the Stabbing 
of Richard Koeller. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—In the presence 
of Chief of Police Kipley and Inspector 
Shea and before a notary public, Her- 
man Hundhausen, who, with Richard 
Hoenick, was arrested late Saturday 
night, charged with the murder of 
Richard Koeller, their former school- 
mate, made a full confession today of 
the crime. Revenge, and not jealousy 
of a woman, according to Hundhausen. 
was the motive, and the stabbing was 
done by Hoenick with the knife found 
by the police in his grip. Several years 
ago a series of incendiary fires had oc- 
curred in Herman, Mo., and other neigh- 
boring towns, and Hundhausen and 
Hoenick were arrested and put on trial. 
Koeller, it is said, testified at the time 
to the effect that the two were impli- 
cated, and largely on his testimony con- 
victions were secured. They swore to 
have revenge on.Koeller. The murder 
was planned some time ago. It was the 
idea of the two to make their way to 
Baltimore via Cincinnati, after the 
commission of the crime, and from 
thence take passage to Europe on a 

cattle steamer. 

To Detective Brazor, who served on 
the battleship Oregon during the Span- 
ish-American war, and who took the 
famous journey around the Horn on 
that vessel, is due the credit for secur- 
ing the confession of the crime. Con- 
fronted by the confession given by his 
companion, Hoenick broke down and 
admitted the truth of Hundhausen’s 
confession, under the interrogations of 
Chief Kipley and Inspector Shea. “I 
have for ten years intended to avenge 
my. brother, who was assassinated in 
Hermann, Mo.,”’ said Hoenick.

f[ASSGCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 
ATLANTA (Ga.,) Sept. 4—The man 
who claimed to know how the French 
War Office secrets reached Germany 
and the names of those instrumental 
in their tranefer ffom France was seen 
today by the Atlanta representative ot 
the Associated Press. All the matter 
given in the Jewish Sentiment story, 
sent out in these dispatches Thursday 
night, was gone over and substantiated 
as far as possible, and much informa- 
tion tending to amplify and elucidate 
statements made therein was obtained. 
The additional and highly-interesting 
information was elicited that the let- 
terheads, envelopes and consular seals 
of the United States government were 
used as a safeguard in transmitting 
the French War Office documents from 
that country to Germany. and also 
that one of the chief actors in the “une 
derground' system at the time the 
traffic in French War Office merchan- 
dise was going on held the position 
of United States Vige- -Consul in a lite 
tle German city. A 

The informant gives his name 
Charles E. Bentheim, and his 
charge papers, which are regular and 
duly signed, show that he was a pri- 
vate in Co. M. Two Hundred and Sece 
ond New York Volunteers, during the 
war with Spain. Bentheim is an are

‘tist. and this is the avogation given 


in his discharge ,papers. Since he left 
the service of the TWhnited States ha 
has been traveling over the South, and 
is at present on his way from Monte 
gomery to Washington, where, he saya, 
he will visit the sculptor, Trentanove, 
This is his story: 

“I was born in Denver, Colo., and 
am 36 years of age. When quite young 
I was sent to Paris to be educated. I 
went to several countries on the cone 
tinent, pursuing my studies, and finally 
to Germany. Here I was employed 
about four years, each daw as a trans- 
lator of documents and map engraver 


by the government, and was in the 
headquarters of the general staff at 
Koniggratzer Strasse, Berlin. During 


my service there I several times trans- 
lated papers bearing information cone 
cerning French fortifications, arsenals, 
warships and land plans, and know all 
those. concerned in the purchase of 
this information. 

“The obtaining of intelligence ree- 
garding the French army and navy 
was operated by the secret-service de- 
partment of the Imperial Ministry of 
Marine. This bureau was at one time 
under the control of Prince Bismarck 
and Herr von MoltKe. The Germans 
in Paris were always on the alert for 
information. When a document was 
obtained from the offtee of the Minis- 
ter of Marine or the War Department 
in Paris, it was taken to Prince Hein- 
rich Hans Pless, the German represen- 
tative in Paris. Through him it went 
to the house of one of his sweethearts, 
where a copy was made. A few hours 
later the original paber was returned 
to the office from whence it came. 

“The next move was to get. these 
papers to Berlin. Herr Franz, a toy 
manufacturer at Sonneburg, Germany, 
aided in this. He would send dolls to 
Paris to be dressed. In the body of 
these little playthings these copies of 
drawings and descriptions were se- 
curety sewed and started on their jour- 
ney to the Fatherland. From Paris 
they were sent by post to Holmock, a 
village in England. Here another 
agent was located. ‘He was Herr Lin- 
dau. at that time a partner in some 
mining operations being carried on 


there. Lindau performed his duty by 
rémailing the doll messengers to Herr 
Franz at Sonneburg, and once there 


they were safe. From Sonneburg they 
were brought to the great headuarters 
by Herr Franz. 

“Once I recalled a document of this 
nature was browght in by the burgo- 
master of Leipsic, whose name I cannot 


recall. Herr Alvin Florschuetz, a bank 
director of Sonnebursg, was also in the 
scheme. About this time, by the 
way,” said Bentheim, “Herr Flor- 
schuetz was recommended by the Gery 
man government to the United States 
as consul for this country at Sonne- 
burg. He vas accepted, and later on, 
being allowed for clerk hire, put his 
wife, Lina. in that position. giving her 


name on the reports as L. Florschuetz, 
All the time that the traffic in *War Of- 
fice.

PROCCEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


After a brief session in camera, the 
public sitting was resumed at 7:15 
o'clock this morning. The first busi- 
ness of the day was the reading of the 
letter of resignation writtén by Lieut. 
Brugere of the artillery to Cavaignac, 
then Minister of War. resigning his 
commission and declaring that it was 
a dishonor to serve in the French 
army. Col. Jouaust explained that as 
a result of this letter Lieut. Brugere 
was cashiered. The first witness called 
was an Austro-Hungarian refugee 
named Cernuschi. The witness asked 
that a letter which he had written to 
Col. Jouaust be read, and it was done. 


.In this letter M. Cernuschi explained 


that, owing to political troubles, he had 
been obliged to seek refuge in France 
from September, 1894, until 1897. When 
he was in France, the letter explained, 
a friend connected with the Foreign 
Office of another country menttoned 
to him the names of certain French 
correspondents from other powers. The 
first and most important of these, the 
writer asserted, was Dreyfus. An- 
other of M. Cernuschi’s friends, accord- 
ing to this letter, showed him im- 
portant military papers, such as route 
maps for mobilization of troops, docu- 
ments relating to the transportation of 
troops, diagrams of eastern railways, 
ete., which he declared came from 
Dreyfus, remarking further, that ev- 
erything was procurable in France by 
the payment of money, and adding, 
“What's the good of having Jews if 
you don’t make use of them?” 

Two days later, the letter said, M. 
Cernushi’s friend precipitatedly left 
Paris, and Dreyfus was afterward ar- 
rested. The letter concluded with say- 
ing that M. Cernuschi told all this to an 
officer of the War Department, who 
wrote it down. 

Col. Jouaust asked witness if the 
statements in the letters were all he 
had to tell the court. 

M. Cernuschi. Yes, certainly. 

M. Demange wanted the witness to 
explain his intervention in the case at

Why was the information 
against Dreyfus always included 
the dossier and never any incriminat- 
ing Esterhazy? 

Col. Jouaust. I aleao refuse to put 
that question. . 

M. Labori. All right. T think the 
question itself fully »nswe¢red the pur- 
pose. ‘ 

Commandant Cuignet, who made up 
the secret dossier, replying to Col. Jou- 
aust, expl@ined that he omitte] every- 
thing emanating from foreigners as 
interested, and mislending to France. 
Several documenis of this kicd had 
been omitted, particuiarlly one reciting 
conversation between a foreign sover- 
eign and a French attaché, in which 
the sovereign was represented as say- 
ing that what was occurring in France 
was proof of the power of the Jews. 

‘*That,’’ added Commandant Cuignet, 
“might be regarded as against Drey- 
fus, ‘but nevertheless it was not in- 
cluded in the dossier.” 

M. Demange expressed surprise that 
the document in question had not ap- 
peared in the War Office dossier. 

M. Cuignet. It does not appear 
there because it was received at the 
Foreign Office. 

M. Paleologue, intervening, said that 
the Foreign Office only acted as an in- 
termediary in that matter. 

M. Labori commented in a surprised 
way upon the fact that alleged fresh 
proofs against Dreyfus were _ still 
spoken of and demanded that all proofs 
be produced once for all. Gen. Cha- 
moine was asked by Col. Jouaust if he 
had any explanations to offer, and re- 
plied that his duty was merely to pro- 
duce the secret dossier, and that he 
could not say anything regarding docu- 
ments outside the dossier. 

Replying to M. Labori, Commandant 
Cuignet declared that there were doc- 
uments relating to Dreyfus in a dossier 
connected with espionage in the Intelli- 
gence Department. 

- M. Labori said he must insist that all 
these documents must be produced at 
the secret session of the court-martial, 
at which M. Cernuschi is to be ex- 
amined. 

’ Gen. Billot, formerly Minister of War, 
mounted the platform and said he was 
glad that reference had been made to 
the secret dossier, as it enabled him to 
»protest against the insinuation that he 
had handed Commandant Cuignet a 
document from the secret dossier. He 
had handed the document in question 
to M. Cavaignac. 

M. Demange begged that Col. Jouaust 
ask M. Caviagnac to produce the docu- 
ment. but as M. Caviagnac was not 
present, the incident was temporarily 
dropped.

He had not manipulated 
the plate with a view to concealing 
marks upon the document. 

When the facsimile of the bordereau 
was published, Lieut.-Col. Picquart or- 
dered the witness to discover who had 
supplied the photographic copy. While 
engaged in the investigation of this 
matter, Lieut.-Col. Henry, upon one oc- 
casion, approached the witness and 
clearly evinced great uneasiness at the 
successive revelations in the Dreyfus 
affair. Lieut.-Col. Henry told the wit- 
ness that the revelations could only 
have emanated from an individual who 
had the documents in his hand. Henry, 
the witness testified, added: “They can 
only emanate from our office. where 
oniv Picquart, Lauth, Gribelin.or my- 
self could have revealed them. I 
sure that neither Lauth Gribelin or my- 
self have been so-indiscreet. You would 
do well to discover who is responsible.”

RETAIL BUTCHERS’ PLANS. 


National Movement Being Effected 
to Fight the Beef Trust. 
[A. EARLY MORNING REVORT.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—There has 
been no abandonment by the retail 
butchers of Manhattan of their inten- 
tion to fight the beef trust. Louis J. 
Wagner, president of the Greater New 
York Retail Sutchers’ Association, 
says: 
“We 


are arranging for a_ national 
movement on the part of the retail 
butehers to fight the trust. This will 
pe effected through the National Retail 
Butchers’ Mutual Protective Associa- 
tion. which has members in every city 
in the United States, and which, there- 
fore, has much influence and can com- 
mand large capital. It is splendidly or- 
ganized, and will not be at all afraid 
to try issues with the beef trust when 
the proper time comes. 

“We are now considering the question 
of buying a large slaughter-house plant 
in Kansas City, one of the largest and 
most suceessful establishments of the 
kind in the West. How much will it 
cost to acquire the property? In round 
figures, about $2,500,000. A committee 
trom the Greajer New York Retail 
Butchers’ Association will leave here 
next week for Kansas City to examine 
the plant. The committee will be ac- 
companied by one or two experienced 
cattlemen, who will seek an option on 
the property, running until about Jan- 
uary 1. 

“As to the financial part of our en- 
terprise, certain changes have been 
suggested during the latter part of the 
week, though they have not been acted 
upon by the: association. The present 
suggestion is to raise $16,000,000 capital. 
This is to be divided into shares of $100 
each. Only butchers will be allowed to 
become stockholders, and’ holdings will 
not be limited to twenty shares, as was 
at first suggested, 

“Large blocks of stock may be_held 
by one person, but before he would be 
allowed to subscribe for any large 
atrount his application would be fully 
considered by the Finance Committee.

SENATOR HANNA AT LONDON 
ON HIS WAY HOME. 


Says the Contest in Ohio Means the 
Opening of the Presidential Cam- 
paign—Thinks McLean Aspires 
to the Vice-Presidency. 


Republican Party Has No Cause to 
Fear Combat on Present Issues. 
Free Silver and Anti-Expen- 
sion are Local Issues. 


Philippine War Will Be Over and 
Congressional Policy Determined 
Before First Rallot is Cast in 
the National Election. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Sent. 4.-—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Rejuvenated by a course of 
treatment at German baths and a 
summer’s visit to Europe, United States 
Senator Hanna has returned to London 
for a few days’ rest, previous to sailing 
for the United States on board the 
American-line steamer St. Louis on 
Saturday next. Senator Hanna is 
hurrying to Ohio to participate in the 
opening of the Republican campaign at 


Akron. 

From a conversation with Senator 
Hanna, the correspondent here of the 
Associated Press gathered that the zest 
with which the Senator is looking for- 
ward to the conflict in Ohio is due to 
the fact that he recognizes that the 
coming campaign will not only furnish 
the reply to the question of the coun- 
try’s indorsement of the national ad- 
ministration, but that back of the can- 
didacy of John R. McLean for the Gov- 
ernorship of Ohio there is an aspira- 
tion for the second place oh the Demo- 
cratic Presidential ticket with Bryan, 
and failing of election, a future contest 
for the United States Senatorship from 
Ohio. In such a competition Senator 
Hanna is anxious to participate because 
it means the opening of the Presidential 
campaign of 1900. , 

“I do not concede,” Senator Hanna 
said, “that the Congressional election 
in the late Representative Bland’s dis- 
trict in Missouri last week, affords any 
test of American sentiment in relation 
to national issues, for the election of a 
Democrat was a foregone conclusion; 
and the fact that the Democrats are 
calling it a test case, gives ground for 
the suspicion that they made the ma- 
.jority to suit themselves. In . Ohio, 
however, we have an opportunity to 
make an open fight, and I am anxious 
to assist all in my power in bringing 
the issue to a successful conclusion.

At the conclusion of Judge Tarvin’s 
speéch, resolutions were read _in- 
dorsing the whole Chicago platform 
and each of its specified details; recog- 
nizing W. J. Bryan as the leader of 
the Democracy and the exponent of 
the principles contained in the Chi- 
cago platform, and pledging the en- 
deavors of those present to elect him 
to the Presidency of the United States 
in 1900; declaring that the war in the 
Philippines is a grossly immoral as- 
sault on American principles of gov- 
ernment and an attempt to crush a 
weak people who are bravely con- 
tending for the exercise of the naturdl 
and God-given rights of self-govern- 
ment; condemning the action of Presi-

GASTRONOMY IN CUBA. 


WHAT To EAT AND HOW. TO CooK 
| AND BAT IT. 


Coffee and Chocolate a kn Cubana. 
The Wonderful Pescaderia, or 
Fish Market—Fourscore Ways 


of Cooking Rice—The Art of 
Omelettes. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

SANTA CLARA DE CUBA, Aug. 1.— 
This city of the good Saint Clara, cap- 
ital of the rich province of the game 
name, with a population of over 35,- 
000, is altogether the quaintest town 
of its size I have seen in Cuba. Some- 
what outside the usual lines of foreign 
travel, though on the comparatively 
little-used central railway, it has man- 
aged to retain much of the savor of 
antiquity through nearly three slow- 
going centuries. Two hundred and 
sixteen miles southeast from Havana 
and midway between Sagua la Grande 
and Trinidad, it lies in the very heart 
of the island, and the center of the 
richest Sugar-producing district. Its 
narrow, stony streets, lined with one- 
story houses painted pink, purple, gray 
and blue, radiate from a central plaza 
after the fashion of Spanish-American 
and ramble half-way up the low hilis 
that environ the town. Our party was 
met at the station by Capt. Bean and 
his lieutenants, and escorted up town 
with “the honors of war” in an am- 
bulance drawn by mules. Of all the 


bumping, jarring, joint-discolating 
modes of transit invented by man, 
Surely the army ambulance deserves 
the palm, and how the sick and 


wounded ever endure it passes civilian 
comprehension. “Rattle his bones, 
over the stones,” shouted jolly, dark- 
eyed Capt. Bean at the top of his 
voice, to be heard above the clatter of 
hoofs and wheels, as Miss Barton and 
her bevy of Red Cross followers 
bumped heads together, all holding on 
for dear life, and striving with braced 
heels and stiffened backs to retain the 
perpendicular, ‘Really,” continued he 
squaring his broad shoulders. ‘This 
is healthy exercise, though rather 
rough on beginners. At any rate, it 
is the best cure in the world for 
dyspepsia. Just look at me! I have 
rattled off thirty pounds of super- 
fluous flesh since leaving Wisconsin 
and never felt so well in my life.” 

The great, rambling, one-storied 
Hotel de Santa Clara, kept by a dark- 
browed gentleman late of Seville, is 
charmingly picturesque, with its sev- 
eral flower-filled patios surrounded by 
sleeping rooms, its furnishings and 
manner of service as Spanish as any- 
thing in Spain. The beautiful brass 
bedsteads, with their elaborate 
draperies of satin and lace, are in- 
nocent of mattresses, the most being 
a thin quilt spread upon woven-wire 
springs, and oftener only the sheet: 
for Cubans believe that the iess you 
have under you while sleeping in their 
clilmate, the better for health. Car- 
pets, of course, there are none. The 
tiny stand at the head of the bed, up- 
holds the inevitable candle in a 
quaint “stick;’’ the wardrobe fs _ big 
enough to sleep in, and the clay water 
jars, of similar pattern to those desig- 
nated in the story of the “Forty 
Thieves,’ excite the sin of covetous- 
ness in the most religious;heart. The 
great windows, bulging over the street 
and extending from -floor..to. ceiling, 
have neither glass .nor curtains, but 
the heavy wooden shutters inside the 
bars are provided with little hinged 
doors, for admitting a modicum of 
air when privacy is essential. 

“Cafe sola, o con leche?” (Coffee 
clear or with milk?) is the first thing 
you will hear, very early in the morn- 
ing, as the chamberman presents 
himself for orders. Be advised, what- 
ever may be your custom at home, and 
answer “con leche;’’ because Cuban 
coffee made according to the national 
rule (“black as night, bitter as death 
and hot as hell’’)—is palatable only 
when served with boiled milk, In the 
proportions of nine-tenths milk. Then 
it is a beverage fit for the gods—if 
those mythical personages merit bet- 
ter things than other folk. In truth, 
nowhere can more excellent coffee be 
found, even in Paris or the German 
cities, and-as for the United States— 
the world knows that Americans, with 
all their conceit, have not yet learned 
the a bc of coffee-making. Most of 
the coffee used in Cuba is grown on 
the island, and sometimes the house- 
wife goes out into her own back yard 
and picks the beans, as we pick peas 
for dinner. She browns it a good deal 
blacker than we roast coffee, never 
more than the day’s supply at once, 
and grinds it only when required for 
cooking. She also uses a good deal 
more of it than we do—never less than 
a full teacup of ground coffee for 
each pint of water, not boiled, or 
soaked, but slowly filtered through, and 
he milk to accompany it is always 
, roe piping hot. Indeed, the Cubans 
have very little use for “raw” milk 
in any form; they are too much afraid 
of disease germs—and with abundant 
reason. A Cuban never drinks milk, 
except when the cows are_ driven 
around from door to‘ door. Then, up 
and down the street, servants are seen 
rushing out with cups and glasses, to 
be filled direct from the cow, and the 
foaming fluid is drunk without the 
needless formality of straining. 

In the matter of chocolate-making, 
Cubans are no less expert, and nowhere 
else can be found so creamy, frothy. and 
delicious a mixture. Being consider- 
ably thicker and sweeter than the 
American idea of chocolate, a small 
mug of it, with a bit of bread or fruit, 
is a sufficient luncheon. Naturally, in 
a hot country, cooling drinks are in 
great demand. Among a multitude of 
tempting refrescoes, limeade, with a 
little Jamaica rum poured over the 
ice, and naranjada (made from bitter 
oranges,) are very popular; also al- 
mond milk, diluted with ice and sweet- 
ened, and a certain big pink bean, 
whose name I have forgotten, which; 
crushed in.cold water, makes a rich, 
fruity and eminently satisfying bever- 
age. As to wines, the poorest café has 
its vin ordinaire, served without extra 
charge at every meal. Excellent Cata- 
Jonian wine, brought from the mother 
country, is sold very cheap in Cu

Santa Clara almost as cheap as drink- 
ing water, which in dry times actually 
sells as high as 10 cents the bucket. 
You should see the queer Spanish 
“botellas’—wine bottles, with long, 
delicate snouts and sometimes a coat- 
of-arms cut upon  them—circulating 
around.the tables of the middle class, 
from back corhers in dingy shops where 
the clerks are fed, to the servants’ 
tables in hotels and the messrooms of 
Spanish ships in the harbor. One bo- 
tella, or at most two, filled with vino 
catalan, answers for a tableful, and 
briskly it goes from hand to hand, as 
frequent, but sparing, draughts are 
taken. Strange to say, the bottle never 
once tauches anybody's lips; but, held 
alost at the correct angle, the nozzle 
sends a tiny stream with unerring pre- 
cision into the sophisticated drinker’s 
wide-open mouth. 

You would be surprised to see such a 
variety of food served in this third-rate 
hotel in the heart of a poverty-stric¥2n 
island, where nothing Is saised, and 
greater would be your astonishment to 
find everything excellently cooked. Yet 
the “Santa Clara” is by no means above 
the average of Cuban hotels. In all 
Cuba, there are only two meals a day, 
not counting the early coffee, and 
breakfast is almost the counterpart of 
dinner. At both meals soup comes 
first, a savory concoction whose compo- 
nent parts could only be told by a 
clairvoyant. Hunt around in it, and 
you may find chicken, pork, sausage 
and pig-tails; also peppers, almonds 
and eggs; raisins; onions and clams, 
possibly giblets, bits of mutton and ba- 
nanas boiled whole in their skins, the 
whole colored dark yellow with saffron. 
Probably everything else within reach 
of the cook that is edible went into it; 
but what’s the odds since the result is 
delicious? 

About the only difference between 
breakfast and dinner is that eggs figure 
in the former meal. The Cubans, like 
their Latin cousins in France and Italy, 
know a thing or two in the line of egg- 
cooking, and particularly in omelet- 
making, which colder-blooded Anglo- 
Saxons can never master. It is an old 
saying that only persons of blue blood 
and refinement can compound a proper 
salad; and equally true is it that the 
art and science of omelets belong ex- 
clusively to the poetic races. I presume 
that you might get an omelet “plain” 
in Cuba by giving such an order to the 
amazed cook, but I have never seen 
one here unadorned, or unmixed with 
something besides the eggs to give it 
color, beauty and flavor. Tomatoes, 
peas or potatoes most frequently enter 
into it, or fruit, nuts, beans, onions, 
meat, rice or raisins. | 

Fish never follows soup, as with us, 
but is served late in the Cuban menu. 
And such fish! Big or little, they are 
always browned to delicate perfection 
in oil and served with limes, or in some 
savory mess of tomatoes, wine and the 
inevitable saffron. The fish market of 
any Cuban seaport is its most interest- 
ing sight. That of Havana, called the 
Pescaderia, (the word derived from 
Pescado, fish,) is a great stone building, 
mostly roofed, resting upon arches 
supported by pillars, the sides being 
open to secure ventilation. The market 
is a government institution and monop- 
oly, and the piscatorial display cannot 
be surpassed, and seldom equaled in 
any part of*the world. Not only does 
the Cuban coast furnish a wonderful 
variety of the finny tribe, but fisher- 
men come in regularly from the border 
of Florida, Yucatan and the Tortugas. 
There are shellfish of every description, 
snake-like eels, black and yellow Span- 
ish angle-fish, the so-called ‘butterflies 
of the sea,’’ beautiful dolphins, bright 
bluish-green Bahama turbot, squirrel 
fish of a brilliant scarlet, parrot fish, 
sharks, enormous porpoises to be con- 
verted into oil, and a thousand others, 
golden, amethyst, silver, pearl, blue, 
crimson, iridescent and lusterless gray. 

Not only are fish for Cuban consump- 
tion brought from other parts of the 
Carribbean sea and the Mexican gulf, 
even codfish from far-away Nantucket 
and salmon from the Columbia—but a 
great many other common food sup- 
plies which might just as well be raised 
in the island come from afar. Spanish 
vessels bring wines and olives from 
Barcelona; queer Portuguese craft dis- 
charge cargoes of onions, garlic and 
flour; Halifax sends onions, cabbages, 
potatoes, apples and salted fish; South 
American brigantines, with the general! 
air of piratical craft, bring wheat, 
jirked beef, sweet oil, bacon, lard, figs, 
olives and brandy; from Mexico come 
most of the bulls for fighting in the 
Plaza de Torres, and incidentally, beef; 
while American and Canadian vessels 
bring about four-fifths*of the entire 
food supplies consunied in Cuba. 

Speaking of odd but extremely. pal- 
atable dishes compounded by Cuban 
cooks over their queer little ‘“‘estufas’’ 
containing a handful of charcoal, here 
are a few most commonly met. Beans, 
cooked with sausages and shrimps, col- 
ored golden with saffron, for an entrée: 
stewed tomatoes, mixed with chopped 
boiled eggs; pigeons, seasoned with 
lemon juice, onions, parsley, nutmeg 
and white wine, baked in a thin crust 
of suet paste; chickens, fried in oil and 
garnished with mushrooms and garlic: 
and geese, slit down the back, covered 
with bread crumbs and browned in the 
oven, afterward smothered in a sauce 
of sauterne, boiled down with thyme 
and bayleaf. Peacocks are also cooked. 
but are. so expensive as to be found 
only in the best hotels and the houses 
of the rich. A favorite way of fatten- 
ing poultry here is to put them in bar- 
rels and stuff them with walnuts and 
cornmeal for several days before they 
are killed. something as Americans 
fatten turkeys for Thanksgiving—such 
savages we mortals be in all parts of 
the world! Just before Christmas, al)

of from forty to a hundred, 
for people to’ make their own selection. 
Guinea hens, Guinea pigs, mountain 
rats and a variety of small birds enter 
into the festive menu. Beef, mutton 
and pork is killed the day before ‘it is 
used, often cog&%ed as soon as killed, 
because it cannot be kept in this warm 
climate. For the same reason, reput- 
able Cuban cooks will never buy fish 
unless they are alive, and the markets 
have big tanks full of fish swimming 
about. Shrimps, lobsters and mussels 
are very small here, and the little 
tasteless oysters grow on the sub- 
merged branches of shrubs and trees 
along the coast; therefore, instead of 
buying them by the peck, unshelled, or 
by the quart or can as at home, you 
go to market and get a branch of oys- 
ters, as if they were cherries. Terrapin 
and turtles are fine enough to make up 
for the lack of oysters, and the crabs 
are better than the best found in the 
lower Potomac—which is saying- a 
great deal for them. Land crabs, espe- 
cially, grow to great size, and their 
bodies stand high from the ground on 
their enormous claws. They burrow 
in holes, and their clumsy locomotion 
is like that of a man who has lovxed 
too long upon the wine when it is red. 
Cooks feed these monsters on cornmeal 
for several days before they are to be 
dropped in boiling water or oil. 
Cubans are adepts in pastry, but 
they never make pies. Their desserts 
are principally of fruits, uncooked and 
in compotes, with too much sweetness 
for the American taste. They make 
puddings and cakes, also, and a —e 
of custard called “flam,’’ compounde 
of eggs, milk, cornstarch, with lemons 
or bananas and a dash of red wine. 
Everybody in Cuba who has a cent to 
spare eats “monte cardo”’ (ice cream) 
at least once every day, usually just 
before going to bed. Few make it in 
their houses, but send to the pastry 


shops for it, just as the bread rolls are | 


sent in for breakfast. Another strange 
but delicious dessert, whose mysteries 
I have never been able to fathom, is 
called tortona, and is found only in 


“the best cafés. It looks like a slice from 


a slab of pink-tinted ice cream, but is 
not ice cream at all, though very cold.

THE CASE IN BRIEF. 

That was an admirable statement of 
the Philippine situation which the 
President made in his speech at Pitts- 
burg a few days ago, on the  oc- 
ecasion of the reception tendered to the 
returning Pennsylvania volunteers. 
The President's words are worth re- 
membering and repeating, for they are 
a plain statement of facts, which are 
matter of record, and they give the 
lie to,the malicious misrepresentations 
of those who are seeking «to make 
political capital out of the difficulties, 
dangers and annoyances which neces- 
sarily confront our government, and 
our men in the field, who are dealing 
with the Philippine problem. 

The oft-repeated falsehood that we 
are waging a war of criminal aggres- 
sion and of unwarrantable conquest in 
the islands was answered simply but 
effectively by the President in a few 
carefully-chosen words. “Peace,” he 
said, “brought us the Philippines by 
treaty cession from Spain. The Sen- 
ate of the United States ratified the 
treaty. Every step taken was in 
obedience to the requirements of the 
National Legislature. The islands be- 
came our territory and are ours as 
much as the Louisiana purchase 
Texas or Alaska.” Can these facts be 
successfully disputed? The islands 
were ceded to us by the only power 
which had the right or the authority 
to make the cession. The Tagalos had 
no such right, for they were not in 
control of the islands, and did not 
(nor do they now) in any sense repre- 
sent the will of a majority of the in- 
habitants. Aside from our moral duty 
to civilization and to humanity, which 
impelled us to enforce our authority, 
preserve the peace, and protect lives 
and property, our legal Status in the 
Philippines is as clear and valid as it 
could possibly be. The fact that a 
few Tagalos in Luzon (and in Bos- 
ton) dispute our right to exercise sov- 
ereignty, does not alter the situation 
in any essential particular. 

The chargé that we were the ag- 
gressors in bringing on the present 
war is answered by the President in 
these simple but pregnant words: 


“A body of insurgents, in no sense 
representing. the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of the islands, disputed our law- 
ful authority, and even before the 
ratification of the treaty by the Ameri- 
can Senate, were attacking the very 
forces who had fought for and sge- 
cured their freedom. Our Kindness 
Was reciprocated with cruelty, our 
mercy with the Mauser. The flag of 
truce was invoked only to be dishon- 
ored. Our soldiers were shot down 
when ministering to wounded Filipinos. 
Our humanity was interpreted as 
weakness, our forbearance as coward- 
ice. They assailed our sovereignty, 
and there will be no useless parley, 
no pause until the insurréction is sup- 
pressed, and until American authority 
is acknowledged and established.” — 


If the Tagalos had not attacked our 
flag there would have been no blooa- 
shed in: the islands. After our flag 


or 


was attacked, it became the plain and-« 


unavoidable duty of our men in the 
field to defend it. Our campaign has 
been, from first to last, in defense of 
the flag. It is quite true that it has 
been necessary to wage an aggressive 
warfare in order that our defense of 
the flag should be the more effective. 
When the last armed foe shall have 
surrendered, our defense of the flag 
and our vindication of the sovereign 
power of which it is emblematic, will 
be complete—but ‘not sooner. These 
are facts which it is well to bear in 
mind.

| A CHANCE FOR SAVING. 

A correspondent complains that Los 
Angeles does not get a square deal in 
the matter of garbage disposal. To 
the average citizen who has not 
thought much about the question, the 
disposal of the garbage of the city 
looks like a small matter. Such persons 
will, doubtless, be surprised to learn 
» that most cities of a hundred thousand 
or more population receive from $25,000 
to $100,000 yearly from those who are 
granted the privilege of collecting ref- 
use, whereas Los Angeles pays out $37,- 
000 a year for the collection and de- 
struction of its garbage. A valuable 
fertilizer, and several other market- 
able by-products are manufactured 
from garbage in large cities. 

It is further claimed that those who 
hold the present contract have too 
much of a cinch on the people—that 
under the present contract they may 
refuse to remove garbage whenever 
there is paper, ashes, tin,cans or non- 
combustible matter mixed up with it. 
Now that the city is trying hard to find 
some source of additional income, it 
might be » good idea to see whether a 
more advantageous arrangement cannot 
be made for the disposal of garbage as 
soon as the present contract expires, 


SENATOR MORGAN ON EXPANSION. 
Senator Morgan of Alabama is an en- 
thusiastic advocate of the policy of ex- 
pansion, at least so far as the Philip- 
pines are concerned. According to a 
dispatch from Washington to the Chi- 
cago Times-Herald, he is about to start 
a crusade in the South in support of 
the “new gospel;” and the arguments 
which he advances in support of this 
new gospel—which is not new at all, 
but as old, almost, as the nation itself— 
are certainly forceful and logical, if not 
altogether convincing. 

Senator Morgan is very enthusiastic 
in his predictions as to the future of 
the Philippines under American con- 
trol. He sees in Manila the great cot- 
ton emporium of the future, which will 
regulate the price of the raw and of 
the manufactured product forthe entire 
world, taking away from Manchester 
and from Liverpool the prestige which 
they have so long held. Senator Mor- 
gan goes so far as to predict that the 
time is coming when “Americans in an 
American city in the Pacific Isles will 
handle two-thirds of the cotton of the 
world, and save billions to the cotton- 
growers of America.” 

These highly optimistic prophecies 
may not be fulfilled to the extent that 
Senator Morgan believes and hopes, 
but there is reason in what he says, 
and in that reason is found a strong 
argument for our retaining control of 
the Philippine Islands. “Why should 
the price of cotton-growing in Alabama 
and Texas,"’ asks Senator Morgan, “be 
fixed by men in Liverpool?” Manila, he 
believes, “offers the key for escape 
from this commercial thralldom.” It 
lies at the very door of Asia, has a 
splendid harbor, and under American 
control would be transformed into a 
great and enterprising American city, 
which might, by reason of its geo- 
graphical location and other advan- 
tages, control the cotton trade of the 
entire world. As Mr. Morgan expresses 
it, “cotton and cotton goods will be 
shipped west to the Pacific, car- 
ried to Manila, and distributed from 
that port up and down the Asiatic 
coast, without paying toll to Liverpooi 
and Manchester.” 

Mr. Morgan's glowing prediction 
gains additional significance when it is 
remembered that the Orient is, and 
must forever remain, the world’s great 
market for cotton goods. The charac- 
teristics of the eastern climate are such 
as to render the use of cotton fabrics 
for clothing almost indispensable. It 
is estimated that Asia has two-thirds 
of the consuming power of the world, 
and this will be increased rather than 
diminished as China and the whole 
eastern world are opened to western 
civilization. There is no doubt that 
under favorable conditions, which 
American control of the Philippines will 


go far toward furnishing, Manila would 
| become a distributing point of vast im- 
portance in our trade with the Orient. 

There is a strong sentiment in the 
| South, already, in favor of our govern- 
, ment’s retaining such territory as our 
/arms have won in the exigencies of 
war. Senator Morgan will therefore 
find a fertile field for the cultivation of 
expansion sentiment in that section of 
the new country.

PARKS AND BOULEVARDS. 

In making up the estimates for the 
apportionments of city funds to the 
several departments, the Finance Com- 
mittee added the sum of $1900 to the 
$2500 apportioned to Echo Park. is 
was for the purpose inaugurating an 
initial move in the undertaking of a 
system of boulevards, to connect the 
various city parks. The project, which 
has been fully described in the real 
estate department of The Times during 
the past few months, is one which, al- 
though of special interest to those re- 
siding in the northwestern part of the 
city, is yet of much interest to the citi- 
zens at large, as it would be the first 
move toward a comprehensive system 
of handsome, tree-lined ~ boulevards 
running from Agricultural Park on the 
south to Griffith Park on the north, 
and eventually around to the parks on 
the East Side. 

The opening of the Third-street tun- 
nel presents an opportunity to make 
a short cut from the heart of the busi- 
ness center up to Elysian and Griffith 
parks. It is proposed to utilize exist- 
ing streets between Third-street tun- 
nel and Echo Park, grading a boule- 
vard along the east side of the park. 
Toward the expense of this work and 
the acquisition of some necessary land 
citizens residing in the northwest have 
agreed to subscribe about $3000, in ad- 
dition to which they would have to 
pay for the grading of streets. 

It is now claimed by some of the 
Councilmen that the condition of the 
city funds does not warrant the begin- 
ning of this work at the present time. 
Should the project again be postponed, 
it will be a great disappointment to 
those who have for years worked hard 
to give Los Angeles a system of drive- 
ways that we may not be ashamed to 
compare with those that have been 
constructed in’ cities where the condi- 
tions are far less favorable. It is true 
that the city finances are not just now 
in a very flourishing condition, but if 
we wait for boulevards until the city 
has a surplus, which no Councilman 
wants for any other purpose, we are 
likely to have to wait a long time. Los 
Angeles is getting to be big and 
wealthy enough to take up in earnest 
this question of parks and boulevards. 


And now the ranchers of San Diego 
county are complaining that they are 
swindled by the commission men of the 
City of Bay and Climate, and are 
threatening to send their produce up to 
Los Angeles for sale. They say 
that this was done with the Julian 
apple crop, and that the same thing 
will probably be done with the huy 
crop unless‘the San Diego commission 
men resorm their evil ways. If such 
a charge as this had been published 
in a Los Angeles paper, there would 
have been an awful howl from the San 
Diego papers, but as it appears in the 
San Diego Union, we presume it must 
be. true. ... Huh! 


Senator Fairbanks’s review of the 
Philippine situgtion before the German 
societies in Indianapolis was a plain 
statement of the facts. The Filipinos 
fired upon the flag which delivered 
them from Spanish oppression, and are 
still in direct rebellion against that 
flag.

RS. EMILY CRAWFORD, who 

writes the introduction, and chief 

features of the Dreyfus trial for 
the Associated Press, is an Irishwoman 
who has been domiciled in Paris for 
more than thirty years. Her maiden 
name was Butler, and she ia of an old 
Tipperary family, and can trace re- 
mote kinship to the Marquis of Or- 
monde. During the abortive Fenian 
rebellion in Ireland in 1866 Miss But- 
ler’s father was a magistrate, and a 
conservator of law and order from 
the government—English standpoint. A 
young man named Crawford, the son 
of a neighboring country gentleman, 
but with whom Miss Butler had no 
previous aquaintance, became  in- 
volved in the Fenian movement, and 
was hunted for by the authorities on 
a charge of high treason. He was 
closely pursued by a squad of mounted 
pulice one day and took emergency 
refuge in the summer garden adjoin- 
ing the Butler house. Miss Butler 
happened to be there. He made him- 
self known to her, and told of his 
plight. He had barely time to make 
th: hurried explanation, when the po- 
licemen whp were on his warm trail 
deployed around the garden. Miss 
Butler hastily led Crawford to a 
private stairway and took him to her 
own room, where she securely hid 
him. The police made a thorough 
search of the garden and of the 
servants’ quarters in the mansion, but 
failed to find their prey. Magistrate 
Butler, the father of the young lady, 
had the direction of the police force 
in the district, and on his suggestion 
a reward of £500 was offered for the 
arrest of the fugitive. While. the 
magistrate was directing his energy 
and ability to the effort to capture the 
young rebel, his daughter, taking a 
young brother into her confidence, suc- 
cessfully concealed? him in the Butler 
mansion for two weeks, and then in 
the disguise of a priest, he escaped to 
France. It was not long before Miss 
Butler and her brother joined him in 
Paris, and the young lady became 
Mrs. Crawford. In a short’ while 
Crawford becanie the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Daily News. 
His wife became interested in his work 
and gradually developed into a writer 
of great force and brilliancy. When 
Labouchere started the London 
Truth, he made Mrs. Crawford his 
Paris correspondent, and when Mr. 
Crawford died suddenly about ten 
years ago, Mrs. Crawford was placed 
in charge of the London News Paris 
Bureau. She has a flock of eight chil- 
dren, her oldest son being now an offi- 
cer in the French army. She is re- 
garded as one of the ablest of the 
Parisian journalists, and while lacking 
the sublime egotism of De Blowitz, 
invariably manages to beat-him_ in 
important news. In addition to_ her 
other duties, she has been the Paris 
representative of the Associated Press 
for five or six years. Mrs. Crawford 
is thoroughly Irish in her sentiments 
and disposition, still loyal to the rebel 
tendencies of her husband, yet  not- 
withstanding, numbers the Prince of 
Wales among her warmest friends.

Johnny McLean has selected for the 
chairman of the Ohio Democratic State 
Committee, James P. Seward of Mans- 
field, John Sherman’s home town. Mr. 
Seward was the one Democrat chosen 
a Presidential elector in Ohio since 
the organization of the Republican 
party. This was in 1892, when Har- 
rison carried the State by a few more 
than 1000 plurality, getting twenty- 
two of the electors, Cleveland obtain- 
ing the twenty-third. his was due 
to the fact that it was e first time 
the voters had used the Australian 
ballot in a Presidential election. The 
errors in marking the ballots made by 
both Democrats and Republicans 
caused the two candidates whose 
names headed the list for Presidential 
electors, to run ahead of their re- 
spective tickets, and as the vote was 
close, it put the highest Democrat, who 
happened be Seward, ahead of the 
lowest Republican. In that same elec- 
tion California gave Cleveland eight 
electoral votes and Harrison one, the 
late Judge Terry, who was a Demo- 
cratic electoral candidate, having been 
defeated, while the rest of his’ col- 
leagues on the ticket were elected. 
Michigan chose electors by districts, 
giving Harrison nine and Cleveland 
five. North Dakota gave Harrison 
one, Cleveland one and Weaver one, 
though as elected Weaver should have 
had two, but one of his men went 
over to Cleveland. Oregon gave Har- 
rison three and Weaver one. Errors 
in marking the ballot were responsi- 
ble for this result. While Mr. Seward 
will be chairman of the Ohio State 
Committee, it is safe to say that Mc- 
Lean will keep a firm g°"p on the 
machine himself, and direct his cam- 
paign for election as he did his cam- 
paign for nomination. If Johnny is 
going to spend money on the enter- 
prise, he will hand it out himself.

It is plain to any reader of the pro- 
ceedings of the Dreyfus trial that the 
manner of conducting trials, © either 
civil or military, in this country are 
very different from the vogue in 
France. Yet there is no doubt that 
the trial at Rennes is, according to 
French law, queer, as it may seem to 
the cool, analytical Anglo-Saxon mind. 
In the first place, there are no French 
rules of evidence. Almost anything is 
put in as evidence, hearsay, innuendo, 
rambling tales, quotations from let- 
ters, and anything that, in the judg- 
ment of the witness, bears on the 
case in question. It is assumed that 
the Judge will not consider irrelevant 
matters. In making up his opinion 
he is guided only by his conscience. 
Hence there can be no appeal from 
his judgment on the question of evi- 
dence. An appeal can be based only 
on the question of procedure, or in- 
terpretation of law. A witness can 
refuse to reply to a question. The 
Judge may direct him to reply, but 
if he refuses there is no contempt of 
court. So the Court of Cassation, the 
supreme tribunal of France, could not 
be appealed to by Dreyfus’s counsel 
because of the introduction of worth- 
less evidence. The Court of Cassation 
has no relation to the court-martial; 
it can, however, receive a_ petition 
from the accused’s counsel, if .sub- 
sequently in its judgment new “evi- 
dence has been found, or if a rule 


of procedure hasbeen violated, as 
was the case in the first Dreyfus 
court-martial. So far, during the 


present court-martial there seems to 
have been no such violation. If Drey- 
fus is found guilty, the decision will 
be final. In this country such a mat- 
ter comes finally before the President, 
but in France it is referred to the 
War Minister, and then archived, just 
as if it were referred to a clerk. Re- 
vision of judgments in France depend 
simply upon two things: First, proce- 
dure, and, secondly, interpretation of 
the law. If an established rule. of 
procedure has been violated, an appeal 
may be taken to a higher court, or 
if it is held that the law has been 
misinterpreted, an appeal may be 
taken upon that ground. An appeal 
is not taken, however, upon the guilt 
or innocence of the accused, but sim- 
ply upon the interpretation of the law 
applying to the case. An effort is 
being made to prove that Dreyfus 
alone had an opportunity to get the 
information alleged to have been given 
to foreign powers. This puts him in a 
difficult position. In French law the 
burden of proof is upon the accused. 
A man is considered guilty until he 
proves himself innocent. This puts 
Dreyfus in the difficult position of try- 
ing to prove a negative; that is, of 
trying to prove that he did not do a 
thing that he didn’t do. If he doesn’t 


out. 


succeed in this impossibility, it wil! be 
enough in the minds of his~ neh 
judges, to convict him.

and he regards street railroads as 
among the most essential of public 
utilities. It is pretty generally  be- 
lieved in the East that Jones is run- 
ning for Governor in the interest of 
Johnny McLean. Johnny and Joaes 
have been friends and partners in 
many a shady enterprise, and in his 
effort to capture the Governorship of 
Ohio it was only natural that Mclean 
could rely upon Jones to help him 
Jones’ is making a special play 
for the labor vote, and it would be 
a great joke on Johnny and his man- 
agers if he should draw more from 
the Democrats than from the Repub- 
licans.

WEALTH AND PRESTIGE. 


LIBERAL TREATMENT ADVOCATED 
FOR OUR SHIPPING. 


Commissioner of Navigation Gives 
Figures of Foreign Mail Subsi- 
dies and Favors Adoption of a 
Like Policy by the United States, 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Washington says that Com- 
missioner of Navigation Chamberlain 
finds in the mail subsidies granted to 
steamship lines by European couatries, 
strong arguments in favor of the like 
liberal treatment for American ship- 
ping. In a statement which he has 
prepared on this subject, he says: 

“The most important contracts at 
this time are those of Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Italy and Austria- 
Hungary for mail service to the east- 
ern coast of Asia, China, Japan, Cochin 
China, etc. These five nations spend 
annually . $4,500,000 for their mail lines 
to the eastern coast of Asia. The 
United, States, it may be added, for iis 
Asiatic mails in 1897, paid $23,000 to 
American steamships and $14,000 to for- 
eign steamships. 

“This sum of $4,500,000 is expended by 
those nations for the exclusive purpose 
of sending the mails from London, Ber- 
lin, Paris, Marseilles, Vienna, Trieste 
and Brindisi in the shortest possible 
time to Hongkong, Shanghai and Yo- 
kohama. The time made by the sub- 
sidized foreign steamships on this route 
is not the shortest practicable by an 
average of about five days, and ii the 
quickest delivery of the mails were the 
main object sought to be attained by 
these contributions to steamships, the 
completion of the various Pacific ra\l- 
roads of North America, the use ef 
triple-expansion engines and steel hul 
ended the need for the expenditure. | 

“The British, Peninsular and Oritens 
tal line agrees to carry the malis, un- 
der its latest contract, from Brindisi,\ 
Italy, to Shanghai in 736 hours. The, 
Peninsular and Oriental Brindisi ex- | 
press train, with its channel connec- 
tions, takes the mail from London te 
Brindisi in forty-four hours, making 
the mail time from London to Shanghai 
The best 
that the company does is to cover the 
distance in thirty-two or thirty-three 
days, and its lines are faster than 
those of any other on the route. Under 
its new contract the North German. 
Lloyd undertakes to carry the mails 
from Berlin to Shanghai in thirty-two 
days. Mails are now brought’ across 
the Atlantic to New York in nine days 
from Berlin and ten from Paris. Seven 
days is not a low limit at the present 
time for mail steamships from Liver- 
pool to New York. Any letter ought to 
reach San Francisco from Berlin or 
Paris within thirteen and one-half 
days, and letters doubtless do cover 
that distance in shorter time. The dis- 
tance from San Francisco to Shanghai 
by way of Yokohama is 5709 nautical 
rhiles. 

“The establishment of a fortnightly 
American service from San Francisco » 
to Shanghai will bring Berlin and 
Paris within twenty-eight or twenty- 
nine days of Shanghai, and under 
favorable, but not extraordinary con- 
ditions, within twenty-seven days, 
while the best British achievement and 
the best German, “promise by subsi- 
dized routes is ngw thirty-two days, 
and. the average thirty-three or 
thirty-four. If quick mails between 
the capitals of Western Europe and 
China and Japan were all that was to 
be accomplished by the expenditure 
of $4,500,000 annually in their steam- 
ship lines, their money could be saved 
by the development of the American 
route. 

“Whatever may have been the fact 
in the recent past, there is very little 
substance in Ahe notion that the large 
subsidies to foreign lines to Asia are 
the quickest transit of the mails. There 
is not much more in the claim that 
they are for necessary political pur- 
poses. 

“In point of fact, the Peninsular and 
Oriental, the North German Lloyd, 
the Messagieres Maritimes, the Societa 
Navigazione Italia and the Lloyd Aus- 
tro Company are now backed up lib- 
erally by their respective governments 
as a means of promoting trade, and 
especially the export trade in manu- 
factured goods of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, Italy and Austro-Hun- 
gary, with China and Japan. There 
is no effort at concealing this fact in 
the reports of the companies every 
year, and there is nothing discred- 
itable about it to conceal. It will not 
be discreditable for the United States 
to adopt the same policy. Whether it 
be profitable or not, depends on a bal- 
ance of the value to the country of 
the trade to be acquired. 

“To the government which makes 
these foreign contracts, they mean car- 
riages of the mails, and the increase 
of national prestige; to the manufac- 
turers and labor of the country they 
mean increased opportunities for com- 
merce: to the ship-owners they are a 
comfortable addition to receipts, and 
an opportunity for the employment of 
capital, and to shipbuilders they af- 
ford a better chance to build ships. 
To the United States these foreign 
contracts must seem a very advan- 
tageous means of obtaining national 
wealth and influence from which we 
shut ourselves: out.”

ALL ALONG THE LINE. | 


The Long Beach Tribune says edi- 
torially: “As other resorts are having 
trouble regarding the offal and refuse 
from various sources that is scattered 
along their beaches, we would suggest 
to our city fathers that they take steps 
to prevent anything of such a nature 
oceurring at Long Beach.” This note 
of warning was sounded by The Times 
some months ago, in the case of San 
Diero, where it. is proposed to dump 
the city refuse in the open ocean. Sew - 
uge must, in some measure, reach tide- 
water, but a careful examination of 
the methods and locations can rendér 
the refuse harmless so far as bathing 
is concerned. This subject is filled with 


possible dire harm for negligent town 


officials, and, relatively, the people who 
permit such negligence. One experience 
of foul sea bathing will depopulate any 
resort on the Coast. 


The Fullerton farmers have hit upon 
the certain means of solving the 
drought problem through a number of 
men owning contiguous ground and 
pooling for a well and pumping plant. 
What would be an onerous burden on 
one is easily borne by ten. This solu- 
tion of the irrigation problem is coming 
into general use, and every avenue of 
trade and center of business in the 
State looks on approvingly. “It Is a 
condition and not a theory’’ that con- 
fronts the farmer and fruit-grower, 
and while:Federal help may be secured 
in the future, immediate help is neces- 
sary now. As proof of the good effects 
of such business-like methods, it is also 
stated that the increase in population 
in that district is so great as to call for 
ndditional room and teachers for the 
public schools. This latter is the truest 
test of lasting . prosperity known to 
good judgment. 


The “weak-kneed"’ tendency, happlly 
dying out among Southern California 
ranchers, is forcefully exhibited in the 
following from the Ttmes correspond- 
ence from Santa Ana. Speaking of the 
sugar-beet crop he says: “The farmers 
themselves, it appears, have been de-

KERN COUNTY OIL. 


Los Angeles People Prospecting for 
It—A Room Started. | 

.F. H. Lemon came down from Kern 
county yesterday, where he has been 
locating oil lands for a company, tn 
which he is interested. Other me:n- 
bers of the company, who were with 
him on his prospecting tour, were N. 0. 
Newman of Chino, G. J. Lindley of 
Redondo and W. A. Johnson of this 
city. Lemon reports that they found 
some fine prospects, and he is going 
back in a few days to look for more. 

According to Lemon's’ statements 
Kern county is just on the verge of 
a great oil development. He said he 
met no less than four surveying par- 
ties in the western part of the county 
while he was there, all looking for ofl 
lands and finding them in abundance. 
These surveyors represented San Fran. 
cisco, Oakland and Bakersfield capital- 
ists. Oil cruisers are gettine thicker 
every day, and government oil-bearing 
lands are being taken up rapidly. 

The Kern county oil belt is but a 
continuation of the Coalinga district 
in Fresno county, in Mr. Lemon’s opin- 
ion. The belt runs southeast from 
Coalinga and spreads out over a wide 
strip of territory at the southern end. 
A good many Los Angeles people are 
prospecting in the southwestern part 
of Kern county. where some of them 
have secured some promising claims. 

The Bakersfield newspapers are de- 
voting columns of space to oll news. 
The Morning Echo announces the sale 
of sixty-five acres of oil land on che 
Means ranch, six miles up the Kern 
River from Bakersfield, to a corpora- 
tion supposed to be the Santa Fé Rail- 
way Company, for $55,000. The Echo 
says editorially: 

“There is no getting around it, there 
is going to be some excitement here 
this fall and winter in oil matters. For 
some weeks things have _ transpired 

‘hich indicate that many men of 

rge means are taking a deep interest 
in this country, both on the west side 
and in the river district near Bakers- 
field. To date, the transactions have 
been confined to securing leases or 
options to purchase land supposed to 
contain oil, but these contracts have 
generally required wells to be begun 
within. sixty or ninety days, so before 
the autumn months are far advanced 
considerable activity may be looked for 
in the field.”

Stores Open and Business Carried 


on as Usual Throughout the 
City—Redondo Beach Visited by 
Picasure-seekers, 


Though known as Labor day, yes- 
terday was about the same as other 
days in this city, and there was no 
particular observance or celebration. 
Practically all the stores were open, 
and business was carried on as usual, 
and there were no signs of such a 
thing as a holiday. Public offices, 
courts and banks were closed, as a 
matter of form.~Such private busi- 
ness houses as closed their doors did so 
on account of the Jewish New Year. 
The closing of several large mercan- 
tile establishments owned by Jews, 
on account of their religious holiday, 
tended to make business somewhat 
quiet in certain lines. 

Some of the members of organiza- 
tions for which the day was originally 
designed as a holiday, went to Re- 
dondo beach to pass the time, as did 
others, and the little town by the 
ocean had a crowd of visitors about 
equal to the usual Sunday influx. 

The majority of those who went 
took early trains. Bathing, fishing and 
sailing in the harbor were indulged 
in, both before and after the exercises 
at the Casino, and the programme of 
sports furnished by the Committee on 
Arrangements. The Seventh Regiment 
Band, under the direction of George 
Wann, rendered an excellent programme 
during the course of the afternoon. 

The Casino was. packed during the 
formal exercises, which consisted of 
speaking by various persons, some of 
whom were not so much inured to 
labor with their hands as with their 
mouths. The first speaker was F. B. 
Colver, who introduced Frank Gill as 
president of the day. Gill, who was 
described as a veteran of the civil 
war, as well as a veteran of the labor 


ranks, became slightly embarrassed 
and introduced the orator of 
the day, ex-Councilman E. L. 
Hutchinson, before presenting the 
Mayor of Redondo, who was to 
deliver the address of welcome. “El 


Hutch,” as he is familiarly known, un- 
dertook to give the history of organ- 
ized labor, which, he stated; dated 
back to the civillization that existed 
before the Christian era. He closed 
with a recital of Ingersoll’s contrast 
between Napoleon and the working- 
man. Maj. Hess then got in his ad- 
dress of welcome, and was followed 
with a few remarks by J. D. Bailey 
of this city. 

The next speaker was W. T. Wil- 
liams, former Assistant District At- 
torney, who spoke of government by 
injunction. Williams has radical views 
on the subject of the power of the 
courts, and does not hesitate to ex- 
press them whenever he has the op- 
portunity. He does not believe in the 
right of courts to intervene in labor 
disputes or other matters, by injunc- 
tion. nor in the right of courts to im- 
prison people for contempt or any 
other cause, except on conviction by 
a jury. 

The last speech of the day was 
made by Milton Carlson of the Los 
Angeles High School faculty, 
took for his text an editorial in The 
Times of Monday morning, on the 
subject of “Labor and Land.” Mr. 
Carlson took exception to the remark 
of President Gill, that labor unions 
should eschew politics. He argued 
that as 95 per cent. of the voters of 
the United States are laboring men, 
they should take a very active part 
in politics. He quite agreed with The 
Times that the land question lies at 
the root of the labor problem, and ad- 
mitted the futility of attempting to 
solve it by methods heretofore fol- 
lowed. He counseled intelligent, con- 
certed action by means of the ballot 
to bring about the desired solution. 

After the speaking there was a pro- 
gramme of sports, which afforded 
umusement for the multitude. 
most interesting feature was a tug- 
of-war between the plumbers and a 
team composed of Redondo fishermen, 
boatmen and lumber-shovers. The 
plumbers lost. Cash prizes were 
awarded to the winners of various 
athletic events, which were of interest 
principally to the winners. 

After the sports the remainder of 


the day and evening was spent in 
dancing.

JEWS CELEBRATE THE ANNIVER- 
SARY OF THE CREATION, 


Reformed Congregation Holds Mu- 


sical Services at B’nai D’rith 
Temple — Conservatives Pray 
With Rabbi Arndt—Traditional 


Orthodox Rites of Congregation 
“Kahal Isrnel,”’ 


At twilight yesterday the Jews 
throughout the world sathered in their 
Synagogues to celebrate the birth of the 
civil year 5660, and the anniversary, 
according to tradition, of the creation 
of the world. In Los Angeles three 
congregations observed the ancient 
rites, the Reformed Jews in the B'nai 
B'rith Temple, the conservative Jews 
at Kramer's old hall, and the orthodox 
Jews in Turnverein Hall. 

At B'nai B'rith Temple the congrega- 
tion was of those Jews who have laid 
aside much of the old form and cere- 
monial, but who seek to retain the 
spirit of the Hebrew festivals. Rabbi 
M. G. Solomon stood at the lectern, be- 
tween the two seven-branched candle- 
sticks. Behind him sat the president 
of the congregation, H. W. Hellman, 
and the vice-president, L. Harris. There 
was no lecture, but the sunset hour 
was spent in the reading of prayers by 
rabbi and people, with responses by 
the choir, and in the rendition of a 
beautiful musical programme by Miss 
Mary L. O’Donoughue, organist, and 
the following choir: Mrs. Orr Haral- 
son, soprano and director; Mrs. Flor- 
ence Scarborough, contralto; I. P. Du- 
puy, tenor, and H. 8S. Williams, basso. 
Special features were the solos by Mrs. 
Scarborough and by Mr. Williams. The 
services were almost entirely in Eng- 
lish, but a few of the prayers were in 
Hebrew. 

A little knot of conservative Jews 
who have organized a congregation for 
the cycle of holidays of the month Tish- 
ree, held services at sunset in the old 
Kramer Hall on Fifth street. The 
worshipers were those who hold less 
strictly than the orthodox to the an- 
cient customs, but who have not gone 
so far on the road of change as the 
congregation B’nai B'rith. Their rabbi, 
Rev. Alfred Arndt, was clad in his 
ceremonial cap and robes, the men in 
the congregation all kept their hats 
upon their heads, and the prayers were 
largely in Hebrew. A children’s choir 
sang responses. 

The orthodox Jews of congregation 
“Kehallsrael”’ celebrated Rosh Hashana 
at Turnverein Hall. Here there was no 
music, no prayers in English, no mod- 
ern innovations, but the traditions of 
Judaism were fully preserved. Rabbi 
A. W. Edelman, wearing his rabbinical 
robes, a scarf about his shoulders, and 
burning candles before him, chanted 
the Hebrew prayers. The congregation, 
which showed a large preponderance of 
men, chanted in Hebrew the long re- 
sponses. The r@&bbi lectured in English 
on “The True Meaning of a Happy New 
Year.” He urged his hearers to repent 
their sins and to consecrate themselves 
to sincere and noble service of the right. 
tie reminded them that in a few days 
Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement. 
will be at hand, and urged that they 
truly cleanse their souls before the sol- 
emn festival, and unite in its worship- 
ings, not as hypocrites, but as earnest 
men. President L. Levitt of congreea- 
tion “Kahal Israel” sat upon the rabbi’s 
dais. Secretary Victor Harris was in 
charge of most of the arrangements. 

The three congregations will all con- 
tinue their religious observances today. 
By noon the congregation B'nai B’rith 
will have concluded its Rosh Hashana 
prayers, but the conservative and 
orthodox congregations will both hold 
service not only today, but tomorrow 
as well. ‘ 

On Wednesday evening, September 13, 
and Thursday the 14th, the three con- 
gregations will observe Yom Kippur, 
the Day of Atonement, one of the most 
sacred festivals of the Jewish year. 
This marks the close of the ten days of 
penitence, the “Aseres Y'may Tshu- 
vah.”
